they 


went into the business 
together. 


Col, Story bought himself a home

The paper was a neutral, in- 
dependent one, but supported the 
Democratic ticket all the 
time. 
They published a semi-weekly in 
the busy seasons, and published

which was distributed by Col. Jim 
Tom Story in person. During the 
life of this paper Col. Story print- 
ed a book of 120 pages, giving the 
advantages and resources of Hope, 
several thousand copies of which 
were sent broa'dcast throughout the 
United States, and a great, or the 
greatest, work in putting Hope on 
the map, and starting her to her 
present greatness. The paper was 
a real booster and contained arti- 
cles each week lauding Hope. It 
also made a gallant fight for the 
Court House removal.

This sheet also showed that 
Hicks and Thompson were the big- 
gest buyers, with J. R. Giles, Jake 
Powell, George Taylor and McNeal 
close followers.

Hope had as its sponsors Col. Jim 
Tom Story and Charley Blackburn. 
The former moved to Hope from 
Magnolia in 1874. just after 
the 
railroad was run into Texarkana, 
the latter came to Hope soon aft- 
er from Homer, La., and 
they 


went into the business 
together. 


Col, Story bought himself a home 
on the Block No. 16, Beard's ad- 
dition, the dwelling fronting 
the 


Iron Mountain track 
on 
Front 
street, n'ear the dwelling 9ccupied 
now by Mrs. Williams, built by S. 
P. Brundidgp. Charley Blackburn 
lived with hs father, Col. Black- 
aurn, who occupied

about where is now the dwelling 
of R. O. Bridewell. The name of 
their paper was "The Hope 
City 
Times." The printing office 
was 


in the upslai.-s of the Newt Little 
building which was about 
the 


middle of the front row on Block 
28, space now occupied by John 
Moses' transfer office and 
store 
.room. The paper was a neutral, in- 
dependent one, but supported the 
Democratic ticket all the 
time. 
They published a semi-weekly in 
the busy seasons, and published 
also a hand-around-sheet, 
giving 


markets, sales, etc., a sheet 12x18, 
which was distributed by Col. Jim 
Tom Story in person. During the 
life of this paper Col. Story print- 
ed a book of 120 pages, giving the 
advantages and resources of Hope, 
several thousand copies of which 
were sent broa'dcast throughout the 
United States, and a great, or the 
greatest, work in putting Hope on 
the map, and starting her to her 
present greatness. The paper was 
a real booster and contained arti- 
cles each week lauding Hope. It 
also made a gallant fight for the 
Court House removal. The hand- 
around sheet showed that for the 
years 1875 and 1876 there w'ere 
HO.OOO bales of cotton shipped from 
Hope. This sheet also showed that 
Hicks and Thompson were the big- 
gest buyers, with J. R. Giles, Jake 
Powell, George Taylor and McNeal 
close followers. 
This paper also 
boosted 
the 
new railroadifout

lands/and Col. Story and his wife 
were.-of-"the first to ride on this 
new railroad. The paper was print- 
ed on 'a -Washington 
hand-press. 
They had'an old-fashioned Ruggles 
job press (none now in use), and 
a subscription list of 1,500 sub- 
scribers. Judge Calvin Hervey was 
the-:, first one; Newt Little second. 
Sam While was the first advertiser 
and Hicks & Thompson the second. 
The Hope City Times did the town 
printing.

The paper was 
a real booster and contained arti- 
cles each week lauding Hope.

a run so loaded and fouled 
upj 


from lugging, that they have had io 
be held for repairs before they!

The man 
who beat Terrall, John J. Marti- 
neau, served only one year as gov- 
ernor, and then accepted an tap- 
pointmcnt as a federal judge, never 
seeking a second term himself.

The man 
who beat Terrall, John J. Marti- 
neau, served only one year as gov- 
ernor, and then accepted an tap- 
pointmcnt as a federal judge, never 
seeking a second term himself.

This great island was originally 


settled by the Dutch, who were 
expelled by the Chinese dilring tho 
seventeenth century. It was taken 
by the Japanese in 1895, who held 
it until the close of World War II, 
when in 1945, it was ceded back 
to China. Whatever our opinion 
as to tho government of China — 
whether Nationalistic Under Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, or Communistic un- 
der Chou and his gangsters — wo 
must realize that Formosa inher- 
ently is a part of China. Whether 
the Communists want to "liberate" 
it or "enslave" it • is debatable.

A com- 
bination of heat and moisture gives 
it marvelous crops; it produces 
gold, silver, copper, oil, coal and 
uranium. Population Is about 9.- 
000,000, mostly of old Chinese de- 
scent. 


This great island was originally 


settled by the Dutch, who were 
expelled by the Chinese dilring tho 
seventeenth century. It was taken 
by the Japanese in 1895, who held 
it until the close of World War II, 
when in 1945, it was ceded back 
to China. Whatever our opinion 
as to tho government of China — 
whether Nationalistic Under Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, or Communistic un- 
der Chou and his gangsters — wo 
must realize that Formosa inher- 
ently is a part of China. Whether 
the Communists want to "liberate" 
it or "enslave" it • is debatable. 
From a strategic viewpoint, the

China

This great island was originally 


settled by the Dutch, who were 
expelled by the Chinese dilring tho 
seventeenth century. It was taken 
by the Japanese in 1895, who held 
it until the close of World War II, 
when in 1945, it was ceded back 
to China. Whatever our opinion 
as to tho government of China — 
whether Nationalistic Under Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, or Communistic un- 
der Chou and his gangsters — wo 
must realize that Formosa inher- 
ently is a part of China. Whether 
the Communists want to "liberate" 
it or "enslave" it • is debatable.

A com- 
bination of heat and moisture gives 
it marvelous crops; it produces 
gold, silver, copper, oil, coal and 
uranium. Population Is about 9.- 
000,000, mostly of old Chinese de- 
scent. 


This great island was originally 


settled by the Dutch, who were 
expelled by the Chinese dilring tho 
seventeenth century. It was taken 
by the Japanese in 1895, who held 
it until the close of World War II, 
when in 1945, it was ceded back 
to China. Whatever our opinion 
as to tho government of China — 
whether Nationalistic Under Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, or Communistic un- 
der Chou and his gangsters — wo 
must realize that Formosa inher- 
ently is a part of China. Whether 
the Communists want to "liberate" 
it or "enslave" it • is debatable. 
From a strategic viewpoint, the 
United States and Japan should

now allow 
Formosa to get 


into the clutches of 
Communist 


China

It was taken 
by the Japanese in 1895, who held 
it until the close of World War II, 
when in 1945, it was ceded back 
to China. Whatever our opinion 
as to tho government of China — 
whether Nationalistic Under Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, or Communistic un- 
der Chou and his gangsters — wo 
must realize that Formosa inher- 
ently is a part of China. Whether 
the Communists want to "liberate" 
it or "enslave" it • is debatable.

nated free by signing up at 
the 


Mayor's office, 
The board suggested to the city 


council that request be made to 
city to name two health officers 
whose duty it will be to inspect all 
persons coming to this place to 
prevent the introduction of small- 
pox suspects. 
The city was divided into the fol- 


lowing health districts: 
The Iron Mountain 
Railroad, 
running east and west and 
Main 
street, running north and 
south 
shall divide the city into four dis- 
tricts. 
Tho board also passed a resolu- 
tion urged the city 
council 
to 
strictly enforce the vagrant law, 
and to allow no idle men or boys, 
women or girls, white or black, to 
lounge about the streets, 
(To 
this last the STAR desires to utter 


a hearty Amen). 
T.he council at its meeting 
in- 
trusted the board of health to pro- 
vide a pest house, in a proper lo- 
cality in which aqy cases of small- 
pox may be Isolated. 
As yet no suspected cases have 
appeared or come into Hope, but 
our city fathers are wisely pro- 
viding for protection of our people 
in case of usch an emergency. 
The unusual, we may say the 
unprecedented, number of deaths 
in Hope during the past 
thirty 
days, is by no means an indica- 
tion of the locality being particu- 
larly subject to disease, or a high 
death rate. 
One explanation is that during 
that time we have had the 
first 
epidemic of measles since 
1879, 
and measles this year have been a 
peculiarly malignant tupe, not on- 
ly here by elsewhere. 
Do not be alarmed or 
discour- 
aged; even with the unusual num- 
ber of deaths in Jattnary and Feb- 
ruary, if you will average up the 
last five years you will find Hope 
an extremely low death rate, and 
if you will take into consideration 
and calculation the 27 years 
of 
the history of the town you 
will 
get a rate surprisingly low.

running east and west and 
Main 
street, running north and 
south 
shall divide the city into four dis- 
tricts. 
Tho board also passed a resolu- 
tion urged the city

strictly enforce the vagrant law, 
and to allow no idle men or boys,

The unusual, we may say the 
unprecedented, number of deaths 
in Hope during the past 
thirty 
days, is by no means an indica- 
tion of the locality being particu- 
larly subject to disease, or a high 
death rate. 
One explanation is that during 
that time we have had the 
first 
epidemic of measles since 
1879, 
and measles this year have been a 
peculiarly malignant tupe, not on- 
ly here by elsewhere. 
Do not be alarmed or 
discour- 
aged; even with the unusual num- 
ber of deaths in Jattnary and Feb- 
ruary, if you will average up the 
last five years you will find Hope 
an extremely low death rate, and 
if you will take into consideration 
and calculation the 27 years 
of 
the history of the town you 
will 
get a rate surprisingly low.

Health for the town of Hope; Drs. 
Geo. H. Andrews, W. F. Saner, H. 
J. F. Garrett; Messrs. W, Y. Fos- 
;ter, Jas. H. Belts and S. L. Reed. 
It was determined by resolution 
that all who have not been success- 
fully vaccinated with the past 
7 
years shall at once take the pre- 
caution to prevent 
spread 
of 
smallpox in this city, Those 
who 
are .unable to pay will be vacci- 
nated free by signing up at 
the 


Mayor's office, 
The board suggested to the city 


council that request be made to 
city to name two health officers 
whose duty it will be to inspect all 
persons coming to this place to 
prevent the introduction of small- 
pox suspects. 
The city was divided into the fol- 


lowing health districts: 
The Iron Mountain 
Railroad, 
running east and west and 
Main 
street, running north and 
south 
shall divide the city into four dis- 
tricts. 
Tho board also passed a resolu- 
tion urged the city 
council 
to 
strictly enforce the vagrant law, 
and to allow no idle men or boys, 
women or girls, white or black, to 
lounge about the streets, 
(To 
this last the STAR desires to utter 


a hearty Amen). 
T.he council at its meeting 
in- 
trusted the board of health to pro- 
vide a pest house, in a proper lo- 
cality in which aqy cases of small- 
pox may be Isolated. 
As yet no suspected cases have 
appeared or come into Hope, but 
our city fathers are wisely pro- 
viding for protection of our people 
in case of usch an emergency. 
The unusual, we may say the 
unprecedented, number of deaths 
in Hope during the past 
thirty 
days, is by no means an indica- 
tion of the locality being particu- 
larly subject to disease, or a high 
death rate. 
One explanation is that during 
that time we have had the 
first 
epidemic of measles since 
1879, 
and measles this year have been a 
peculiarly malignant tupe, not on- 
ly here by elsewhere. 
Do not be alarmed or 
discour- 
aged; even with the unusual num- 
ber of deaths in Jattnary and Feb- 
ruary, if you will average up the 
last five years you will find Hope 
an extremely low death rate, and 
if you will take into consideration 
and calculation the 27 years 
of 
the history of the town you 
will 
get a rate surprisingly low.

running east and west and 
Main 
street, running north and 
south 
shall divide the city into four dis- 
tricts. 
Tho board also passed a resolu- 
tion urged the city 
council 
to 
strictly enforce the vagrant law, 
and to allow no idle men or boys, 
women or girls, white or black, to 
lounge about the streets,

T.he council at its meeting

trusted the board of health to pro- 
vide a pest house, in a proper lo- 
cality in which aqy cases of small- 
pox may be Isolated. 
As yet no suspected cases have 
appeared or come into Hope, but 
our city fathers are wisely pro- 
viding for protection of our people 
in case of usch an emergency. 
The unusual, we may say the 
unprecedented, number of deaths 
in Hope during the past 
thirty 
days, is by no means an indica- 
tion of the locality being particu- 
larly subject to disease, or a high 
death rate. 
One explanation is that during 
that time we have had the 
first 
epidemic of measles since 
1879, 
and measles this year have been a 
peculiarly malignant tupe, not on- 
ly here by elsewhere. 
Do not be alarmed or 
discour- 
aged; even with the unusual num- 
ber of deaths in Jattnary and Feb- 
ruary, if you will average up the 
last five years you will find Hope 
an extremely low death rate, and 
if you will take into consideration 
and calculation the 27 years

the history of the town you 
will 
get a rate surprisingly low.

are .unable to pay will be vacci- 
nated free by signing up at 
the 


Mayor's office, 
The board suggested to the city 


council that request be made to 
city to name two health officers 
whose duty it will be to inspect all 
persons coming to this place to 
prevent the introduction of small- 
pox suspects. 
The city was divided into the fol- 


lowing health districts: 
The Iron Mountain 
Railroad, 
running east and west and 
Main 
street, running north and 
south 
shall divide the city into four dis- 
tricts. 
Tho board also passed a resolu- 
tion urged the city 
council 
to 
strictly enforce the vagrant law, 
and to allow no idle men or boys, 
women or girls, white or black, to 
lounge about the streets, 
(To 
this last the STAR desires to utter 


a hearty Amen). 
T.he council at its meeting 
in- 
trusted the board of health to pro- 
vide a pest house, in a proper lo- 
cality in which aqy cases of small- 
pox may be Isolated. 
As yet no suspected cases have 
appeared or come into Hope, but 
our city fathers are wisely pro- 
viding for protection of our people 
in case of usch an emergency. 
The unusual, we may say the 
unprecedented, number of deaths 
in Hope during the past 
thirty 
days, is by no means an indica- 
tion of the locality being particu- 
larly subject to disease, or a high 
death rate. 
One explanation is that during 
that time we have had the 
first 
epidemic of measles since 
1879, 
and measles this year have been a 
peculiarly malignant tupe, not on- 
ly here by elsewhere. 
Do not be alarmed or 
discour- 
aged; even with the unusual num- 
ber of deaths in Jattnary and Feb- 
ruary, if you will average up the 
last five years you will find Hope 
an extremely low death rate, and 
if you will take into consideration 
and calculation the 27 years 
of 
the history of the town you 
will 
get a rate surprisingly low.

cotton, wheat and feed crops on 
some farms in the area. Also last 
night, tornadic winds demolished a 
house and overturned a 
house 


trailer near Abilene and destroyed 
another home in Fisher county. 


The same kind of weather hit In 


diana as warm air tried to fiuht 
its way back into the Hoosier state. 
Crops on hundreds of acres near 
Delphi were destroyed by flash 
floods and hail so thick a witness 
said it was like going through 
fog as thick as pea soup." 


The storms were part of a vast 


system which pounded the West- 
ern Plains last night and dished 
out heavy rains in Texas, the West 
Central 
Plains and the 
lower 


Mississippi Valley today. 


Cheyenne, Wyo. Was drenched 


by 2.9 inches of rain and hail stones 
three qquarters of an inch thick. 
Abilene had 1.67 inches of rain, 
Sidney, Neb., .85, and Post, Tex., 
an even two inches.

Drumming hail stones Wiped out 


cotton, wheat and feed crops on 
some farms in the area. Also last 
night, tornadic winds demolished a 
house and overturned a 
house 


trailer near Abilene and destroyed 
another home in Fisher county. 


The same kind of weather hit In 


diana as warm air tried to fiuht 
its way back into the Hoosier state. 
Crops on hundreds of acres near 
Delphi were destroyed by flash 
floods and hail so thick a witness 
said it was like going through 
fog as thick as pea soup." 


The storms were part of a vast 


system which pounded the West- 
ern Plains last night and dished 
out heavy rains in Texas, the West 
Central 
Plains and the 
lower 


Mississippi Valley today. 


Cheyenne, Wyo. Was drenched 


by 2.9 inches of rain and hail stones 
three qquarters of an inch thick. 
Abilene had 1.67 inches of rain, 
Sidney, Neb., .85, and Post, Tex., 
an even two inches.

The same kind of weather hit In 


diana as warm air tried to fiuht 
its way back into the Hoosier state. 
Crops on hundreds of acres near 
Delphi were destroyed by flash 
floods and hail so thick a witness 
said it was like going through 
fog as thick as pea soup." 


The storms were part of a vast 


system which pounded the West- 
ern Plains last night and dished 
out heavy rains in Texas, the West

Cheyenne, Wyo. Was drenched

The same kind of weather hit In 


diana as warm air tried to fiuht 
its way back into the Hoosier state. 
Crops on hundreds of acres near 
Delphi were destroyed by flash 
floods and hail so thick a witness 
said it was like going through 
fog as thick as pea soup." 


The storms were part of a vast 


system which pounded the West- 
ern Plains last night and dished 
out heavy rains in Texas, the West

another home in Fisher county. 


The same kind of weather hit In 


diana as warm air tried to fiuht 
its way back into the Hoosier state. 
Crops on hundreds of acres near 
Delphi were destroyed by flash 
floods and hail so thick a witness 
said it was like going through 
fog as thick as pea soup." 


The storms were part of a vast 


system which pounded the West- 
ern Plains last night and dished 
out heavy rains in Texas, the West 
Central 
Plains and the 
lower 


Mississippi Valley today. 


Cheyenne, Wyo. Was drenched 


by 2.9 inches of rain and hail stones 
three qquarters of an inch thick.

Wholesale coffee bean prices are 
boiling down. A pound that cost 
95 cents in April went down to 53 
cents before simmering up slight- 
ly this month. 


But if you think this 
means 


anything to you and your daily 
brew, forget all about it. You can 
put the five-cent cup of coffee in 
your memory book. Hardly any 
restaurateur or diner proprietor is 
going to pass the saving on to you. 


Why should he? 
In the few years since the 10- 


cent cup has been standard fare, 
there has been no decrease 
in 


America's coffee consumption. In 
fact, statistics show that 5,000,000 
new coffee drinkers have joined 
the ranks since 1950. 


Besides, statistics also show that 


with 
higher prices and 
higher 


consumption, there has been no 
increase in the number of pounds 
of coffee America buys. 


The Pan American Coffee Bu- 


reau has drawn the obvious con- 
clusion: this nation has 
learned 


how to stretch coffee. And the av- 
erage American who used to drink 
2.67 
average cups of coffee each 


day, 
.now drinks 2.07 average cups 


of hot brown water each day. 


Two years ago, your counter- 


man was following the Bureau's 
recipe of 45 cups from each pounc 
of cpffee. Today, 
the odds are 


that he's making 
closer to 6( 


cups from a pound that is drop 
ping lower in price than it has 
been in three years.

that break the skin, our first con-! 
sideration is to avoid infection. If; 
the skin is broken there is always i 
danger of germs getting into the I 
body. The skin 
is our

protector. Many a germ on the out-i 
side of the body is harmless, but 
let it gel below the armor of our 
skin and we have trouble. 


The more a small cut or scratch 


bleeds, the better off the child in. 
This ie within limits of .course. 
For a very deep cut or one from I 
which the blood is pouring in a 
pulsating stream means you should 
cover the wound with as nearly a 
sterile cloth as you can lay your 
hands on, hold it in place firmly 
and get to the hospital quick. But 
for the multitude of minor injuries 
a little bleeding means the wound 
is being washed clean of dirt. 


But bleeding 
or no bleeding, 


the first treatment is to" get the j 
wound clean. This is the most- 
difficult part 
of g^ood first aid. j 


The injured part hurts and the 
child doesn't want it touched. But 
it there is ground-in dirt you must 
scrub it clean and get out every, 
speck of dirt. It's dirt that carries j 
germs. Wash the spot with warm! 
water, soap and a clean cloth and

Coffee Price

NEW 
YORK 
— (NEA) — 


Wholesale coffee bean prices are 
boiling down. A pound that cost 
95 cents in April went down to 53 
cents before simmering up slight- 
ly this month. 


But if you think this 
means 


anything to you and your daily 
brew, forget all about it. You can 
put the five-cent cup of coffee in 
your memory book. Hardly any 
restaurateur or diner proprietor is 
going to pass the saving on to you. 


Why should he? 
In the few years since the 10- 


cent cup has been standard fare, 
there has been no decrease 
in 


America's coffee consumption. In 
fact, statistics show that 5,000,000 
new coffee drinkers have joined 
the ranks since 1950. 


Besides, statistics also show that 


with 
higher prices and 
higher 


consumption, there has been no 
increase in the number of pounds 
of coffee America buys. 


The Pan American Coffee Bu- 


reau has drawn the obvious con- 
clusion: this nation has 
learned 


how to stretch coffee. And the av- 
erage American who used to drink 
2.67 
average cups of coffee each 


day, 
.now drinks 2.07 average cups 


of hot brown water each day. 


Two years ago, your counter- 


man was following the Bureau's 
recipe of 45 cups from each pounc 
of cpffee. Today, 
the odds are 


that he's making 
closer to 6(

The more a small cut or scratch

For a very deep cut or one from I 
which the blood is pouring in a 
pulsating stream means you should 
cover the wound with as nearly a 
sterile cloth as you can lay your 
hands on, hold it in place firmly 
and get to the hospital quick. But 
for the multitude of minor injuries 
a little bleeding means the wound 
is being washed clean of dirt. 


But bleeding 
or no bleeding, 


the first treatment is to" get the j 
wound clean. This is the most- 
difficult part 
of g^ood first aid. j 


The injured part hurts and the 
child doesn't want it touched. But 
it there is ground-in dirt you must 
scrub it clean and get out every, 
speck of dirt. It's dirt that carries j 
germs. Wash the spot with warm! 
water, soap and a clean cloth and
